AppUcants rc.-scrve tlie right to challenge 
Ihe SMius ofProelil et al. as a qu.ilifyini; re ference, and thus aud remaiks or argument in regard to ProcW el al. is 
innilt! merely :issiiii)iriSJ for purposes of Ihe argimiciit Uiai the reference is a qualifying rcfcrciiee. 
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Applicanii^ express ripprccialion to the Examiner for the interview conducted ^vith 
nppli*:o>il.s' representative. At llic inlcvicw, four new independent claims were propo.«!cd as 
re,.1aronicnls for indcpciulcnt claims 1. 12, 24. 35, 45 and 46. which arc the independent claims 
previously pending under the Omcc Action.' As noted in the interview summaiy, "applicant 
projiosed new iiuletiendont clairn.s to more clearly focus on the viewer's ability to add EPG ^[J 
infoiniMtion durinj; browiicr Tn<idc by adding EPG information slicc-by-slice in response to ^ 
viewer activated commands. Tins appears to define over the rejection and the prior art of record ^ 
sulycci to further search and con.-^idcralion upon receipt of an official response." 

Accordingly, by this paper Ihc new independent claims as presented and discu-sscd at the y> 
interview have been aildcd. Thus independent claims 5 1 at^d 52 (with depending claims 53 - 59) 
and 6l and 62 (with depending claims 63 - 72) arc presented for reconsideration. Claims 52 and 
f,2 are compulcr prograu) product claims that otherwise correspond to the method as claimed in 
independent claims 51 an<l 52, respectively. 

In the Office Aciion the claims were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(c) as anticipated by 
U. ,S- Patent No. 6.577.350 (Proehl ct al.).' As noted and discussed. Prochl ct al. leaches that a 
viewer m.iy yet lost when switcbhig between programs and EPGs. hence it is desirable Uy provide 
ii way to visually connect the current program to tlic EPG displaying an entry of the current 
program. Col. 1 lines 32 - 36. The method disclosed in Proehl et al. provides a visual link 
bclwoen the program being viewed and the EPG by performing a zoom which causes the 
pro,viim to be alplia-blcnded behind the program guide (col. 1 lines 50 - 57). as illustrated in fig. 
8. Proehl cl al. furdicr discloses that when a viewer desires to view multiple levels of detail of 
the r.PG, viewer zooms out, thus increasing the amount of information in the EPG that is 
vicwiihle. 
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As noiecl at the intcmew, I'roehl ct al. docs not use a browse mode, but rather operates 
simply iisiim full ino<le, c.y. the complete EPG is operated upon and the amount of infonnation is 
conirollcd simply by zoominij in ol- zooming out on the full EPG. 

In contrast, appHcJinls claimed method and computer program product define a metliod 
for di-;play of electronic program gxMc information to a viewer while viewing a television 
program, wherein ihc electronic program guide information is organized in various slices each 
■ containing at least a channel identifier and a program element for a given time clement, and 
wheix'in the viewer selealvcfy dctermiim how to expand the program guide information when 
initially presciucd to the viewer in browse mode so as to present additional piogram guide 
information, As dcHncd in the ch\ims, the method comprises steps for retrieving from an 
. ekctronic program guide at least a first slice of program guide information, displaying in browse O 
mod<: the retrieved slice in a window that is simultaneously presented for viewing with a O 
«liMI»l,iyed lotovision program, in response to a viewer-act iva ted command that is initialed, 
' adding one. additional slice of program guide information to said browse mode window; and the 
viewer selectively continuing to add another additional slice of program guide information to 
said browse mode window each time a viewer-activated command is initiated, until a prc-defmeil 
number of slice.") is reached/ 

Applicants' claimed method and computer program product are clearly different from 
Prochl et al. in the sense that Proelil ct al. nowhere teaches using individual slices of an EPG ' 
which can bo selectively added or removed from a browser, as opposed to simply zooming in or 
/oominij out on the entire EPG. Thus, as presented herein the independent claims are neither 
anticipated nor made obvious by Prochl et al. or any other prior art of record, cither singly or in 
combination . Accordingly, favorable reconsideration and allowance is respectfully requested.
